If that be true of the world eutside of Gerany, how 
can we account for the vigor with which Germany prose- 
cutes the war-when cut off from practically all the rest of 
the world?’ It-is true that for a part of this three years, 
* the United States-furnished Germany with some supplies, 
through the adjacent neutrals, but that trade was cut off 
after, we ‘become parties to the conflice. The accumulation 

‘commodities secured by Germany from the United 
States must by this time be about consumed. Tf all the 
rést°of the world is to face starvation, how comes it that 
Germany, in her isolation, can go on fighting? 

So. far.as manufacturing is concerned it is easy to un- 
derstand Germany's, resourcefulness. - Since Bismark se- 
cured the adoption of a protective tariff policy in 1879, 
Germany has been building up her mannfacturing indus- 
tries until ‘she has become as ‘nearly independent as it is 
ssible for her to be, and she has’ had*many other..na-. 
‘tions. dependent upon her for important commodities. That 
she would be able to supply, herself with most of the -mu- 
nitions needed,.was evident, but it seems marvelous that 
“her food supplies hold out ‘when, if it be tris the allies 
must win soon or face starvation. 
Are we getting too Gpthatetis ¢ a view of Panay, or 
too pessimistic a view of. the situation of the rest of the 
world, or both?
